Uanl Prta of tin* .Mm Who l.ornloit Horn. 

ot Hie Ureal Alllerletlll Mlooi. 
• 

Tho superstitious belief is an old ono, 
that unless tho discoverer of a camp 
mis ts an untimely or bloody ond bis 
find will never (mount to any thing; 
and this seems liorno out by facts, 
a'uee all the discoverers of tho great 
gold mini ■ in (lie United States, witli 
but few exceptions, have, as the saying 
goes, "died with their boots on." Of 
thirty-eight booming towns in anrly 
days, the locators of twelve wore 
killed by bullet, thr.w were bur.'od in 
(heir uroatlons bv cave-ins an. I the rest 
drifted away with the tide of Immigra- 
tion, have become lost in oblivion or 
died and woro buried in paupers' 
graves. George II. Krvr, from whom 
the eel brato.l "l'ryer Hill," of Lend- 
ville. derives its name, died at Denver 
not long ago from tin overdose of mor- 
phine administered by his own hand. 
T wo J em s ji revioiin to bis death be was 
Wiot'i a mil,", n ,.; •»,, : t.i ii. .lied .. 
pauper an I almost without a friend. 

OldVfrglnoy, after whom the "Con- 
solidated Virginia" wxs mimed and 
win) sold bis claim for twontv-tive dol- 
lars, a pony and a bottle of whisky, 
came to his death by an overdose from 
i bucking mule near Dayton, Nov. 

Hill llodie, the discoverer of tho 
great Standard mine in Mono County. 
Oil., slept his life away in a snow- 
storm, while making his wny to the 
mines. 

Colonel Story, who gave lila name to 
the county in Jievada where tho Coni- 
stock is situated, was killed in battle 
by the Pyramid Luke Indians. 

Thomas Pago Comstoek died a beg- 
gar in a strange land. "Old Pancake, 
oh he was known in the mining camps, 
eon, nutted stiicide.at Bftapfnan, Men., 
on September 27, 1870, by shooting 
himself. He was the leader of thu 
famous Big Horn expedition that was 
m ill out by Nevuda capitalist* in search 
of the Lost Cabin mines, supposed totxi 
somewhere niuotig tho Iligllorn moun- 
tains. The expedition was a fniluro, 
and Comstoek, whether from disap- 
pointment or from some other cause, 
while encamped near Bowman, drove 
a pistol-hall through his head and died 
Instantly, He waa burled thcro, and 
his grave is unmarked and unknown. 

Near the wild spot where twelve 
years beforo the hidden treasure of 
Alder fjuloh was lirst revealed to htm, 
William Kairweather was laid down to 
rost. Like poor -Did Pancake," this 
erratic Soul stranded on tho shoals of 
dissipation, although each In his day 
had turned a key —Hie one silver, tho 
other golden —which unlocked million* 
for others hut nothing for themselves. 
William Karrel. who "struck" Meadow 
Lake, died a victim to remorse in ono 

of tho lending hoaoitals of Sen Kran- 

oisco, "haunted by the spirit of ono 
thousand deluded pioneorl and pros- 
pectors iiassing and repassing his dying 
lied." i'ho locator of thj famous 
Honiestake, in the lllack iBJs. is said 
to afterward have turncoTToad agent 
Times, going hard with him, be at- 
tempted tii stop a stag., loaded and 
prepared for just such emergencies, 
mid he was planted alongside the road 
by the teniler-hearted express agenti 
whom he had Mod to rob and kill. 
Romor, of the Homer district, followed 
in the suicidal tracks of Comstoek. 
After tquarulering a small fortune 
ho shot Ids brains out on tho streets of 
San Kraneiseo. Doughnut Hill, "Old 
Bareka. Kelse Austin, Lloyd Mngruder. 
"Nine Mile Clark," George Hank'm- 
son, Henry Pluinmer and scon s of 
others died violent doaths in ono way 
or another and reaped nothing from 
the rich mass each had made in his day. 
Doughnut Hill was planted in the I>ono 
Mountain cemetery in I'fah, in KibX; a 
lone grave under a white piuo treo in a 
frontier mining town of California tells 
whero poor "Old Kureka sleeps his last 
sleep;" Kelse Austin was killed and 
buried in Elcho County, Nov., fifteen 
years ago. 

Lloyd Mngruder, while conducting a 
number of wagons loaded with treasure 
from Virginia City to the nearest rail- 
road, was murdered and robbed by his 
teamsters, who were Plummer's out- 
laws in disguise; Goorgo Hankinson 
nnd Henry Flntnmer were hauled up 
by vigilantes anil strung up w ithout the 
delay and formality of a trial. Pluin- 
mer was a great rascal. In tho early 
days of the mining oamps of Montana, 
Plummet wns elected sheriff of Hie 
camp about Virginia City. Ho was the 
lirst locator of the rich ground about 
Virginia City, but thought ho oould 
make more money and mucker, too, bl- 
inking what was already mined than 
by tailoring in the puleli day after day 
and getting it by hard, lionet toil. Hut 
he was tripped up at last and died a 
Cringing, miserable coward, on the 
gallows of his own construction. — Fort 
Kcoyh (.V. 7'.) Cor. Milwaukee Stntim l.

MILK OR BUTTER. 

Point, to he Considered hy Every 
■nd Ualrymun. , 

Every man who enters into tho dairy 
business must determine for himself 
which branch he will follow, and will 
probably settle the ipiestlon according 
to his surroundings. A* a rule, far- 
mer* aro very fond of following tho 
same occupation as their ndghboia, 
ami usually then are but few butter- 
makers in sections where milk Is madn 
to sell in cities, and few sellers of milk 
where the custom is to make butter. 
At the same time, it I* not nlwnvs ad- 
visable to run in the sanio groove's with 
Jtour neighbors. 

There Is much to be said in favor of 
milk-selling. There is nothing but tho 
raw material to ho made and shipped, 
requiring but few utensils snd Uttlo 
skill beyond feeding the cows Judi- 
ciously, but for this very reason tho oc- 
cupation is always crowded. Men who 
out, do nothing else cun bed .ind milk 
cows and haullho milk to tho railroad 
rfullsne) b..i„, J., ui', Vply. these 

producers of milk also multiply, until 
now we hear of starvation prices for 
milk in tho neighborhood of all largo 
cities. 

With butter-making in addition lo 
producing the raw material, the dairy- 
man become* a manufacturers; and while 

it is true that he may romain for all 
time only able to produce the crudest 
possible article, yet the possibilities are 
all open to him of reaching the hlghc! 
standards and reaping the Larrrctl 
profits. No matter w hai his surround- 
ing*, or where he may Is; located, tf he 
ha* tho right material In his own braio 
and heart, there nro oveu possibilities d 
a national reputation open to him. As 
the progressive step is taken from being a 
producer only of the raw material to that 
of a manufacturer, there must, of course, 
be additional responsibility nnd greater 
'kill at command of tho successful bm> 
Icr-makor. As he rises In the scale, fjhe 

number of his competitor* booomat less 

and less, until he feels utter loneliness 
when be reachet the summit of his 
fame. 

It has been figured out that white ft 
cost* 1 3-4 cents on a dollar's worth of 
butter for transportation, it costs IH 1-4 
eenl* on a dollar's worth of milk for 
transportation. These are, of course, 
jnly relative Agures, governed by a 
man's Im med iate rarroondlng*, tnt 

they give tome idea of the difference io 
cost of delivering tho two articles, 
tt hili- butter may bo sent nnv distance, 
provided it Is well peeked and properly 
oiaile.milk transportation must be always 
limited nntil some more convenient and 
economical method of handling it than 
the present Is Invented. 

So far as the drain upon the farm is 
concern, al, the philosophers all decide 
in favor of butter, cln'mlng that tho 
man who sells milk si lls his farm, all of 
which Is probably more a matter of 
theory than practical fact. Any farm 
will rundown mid out if not properly 
taken care of. mid with Intelligent man- 
agement any farm will retnin its fertility, 
Without regard to the nuioiint ot milk 
sold otl iu It ha* been proven In Btt* 
rope that a well-set pasture on good, 
strong land will last several hundreds 
of years, though it supplied grass for 
dairy herds and beef cattle promiscu- 
ously; and (hat ought to satisfy the 
average dairyman, for in Ibis country 
men and their children seldom hold to 
one calling beyond the second genera- 
tion. 

The main virtue, however. In butter* 
making with the average dnlrvman Is 
lliat it h aves the skim-milk met butter- 
milk en the farm to be fed to pigs, 
calves, chickens, and even back to tho 
cow*. The least enthusiastic rate these 
by-produot* of the butter dairy at tiven- 
ty-live cents per hundred pounds, which 
i.s probably n little more than half the r 
value w hen judiciously fed. Whenever 
you see n liutter-iuakcr getting rich, 
you mav lie sure he Is a wise man in the 
use of liis skim-mllk and butter-milk, 
and with the modem methods of deep 
cold setting and use of the centrifugal 
mnchii.es this ikim-milk Is still more 
valuable than it was a few years ago. 
The successful dairyman ninkes every 
edge out, and is never above turning to 
prolit the si>-calleil waste products of 
the dairy,— American Diiryman.

— Remedy forsorc mouth: Take a ten* 
spoonful ot frost wort, which can be 
obtained at a drug store, put it In a 
cup and fill it with hot water; set U 
back where it will steep slowly without 
boiling, and drink of it once in an 
hour i>r two nnd repeat tl«- dose three 
or fonr times a day, for a few days. 
^Cleveland Leader. ' 

—To servo uggs, hiked or shirred: 
Butter s deep earthen pie-dish, or little 
china or stone, dishes made expressly 
for this method of cooking egg*, and 
into It break carefully as many eggs its 
are required for use, without Crowd- 
ing; sprinkle salt and peppnr and the 
least bit of Imtter on top before pnt- 
ting in a hot oven to -.a, which will 
require four or five mi.iutes. A little 
chopped pnrsleyor ham may bo added 
if desired.— TAe Caterer. 

—To cream potatoes chop somo oold 
(willed potatws. Pnt two or moro ta- 
blcspoonfuls of butter into a frving- 
pan, when hot n;b Into it amtMithiy n 
spoonful of Hour, but ilo not brown; 
add a cup of rich milk, and when it 
bolls a taWespoonfnl of ohopped pars- 
ley, pepper and salt, then the potatoes. 
Moll up well nnd servo. I have used 
Instead of butter pork or bacon grenso, 
and sometimes for variety a little 
chopped onion. — JJaston Glob*. 

--Bathe the horses' shoulders with 
cold water or brine as quick as tire col- 
lars oomo off, before i!mi sweat begins 
to dry, and pib off tho collars and sad- 
dle pieces with a moist cloth. This 
will prevent sore shoulders. All 
changes of food should bo gradual, 
but In pro|Mirtk>n to the work. Boavlry 
taxed muscles make demands on tiro 
stomach; hence, increase tbo food af- 
ter work ts'gjns, never in anticipation. 
A horse fed up before he is called to 
work gets soft and fat.

This f,*«l is given in moderate, 
quantities only, apportioned so us to 
keep thu sow in a somewhat thin con- 
dition, and without making flesh, oi 
tat Before farrowing tint sow la 
lightly fed, iiiul if it 0M he uvoidod no 
grain is given. In this way the sow 
farrow s safely, ami never feels inclined 
hi molest vho voting pigs when they 
ore dropped.— Sun Frauctsco CJtrvmcii. 



A HORSE'S JOURNEY. 

Why Horse. Should Not tie tlrlvon Over 
Thirteen Miles a Day. 

According to the Hon. John E Rus- 
sell, secretary of the Massachusetts 
Board of Agriculture, the regular jour- 
ney of a horse should not exced twelve 
or thirteen miles. This is as great a 
distance, he thinks, as oan be economi- 
cally allotted a horse as a day'* Journey 
for every day In the week. If ho has a 
longer daily Journey ho must have a 
day or two off each 'week. This day's 
work of the traveling horse is based on 
the experience of stage and car com- 
panies. For tho stage, where more 
speed is rcijiilred, ten miles have been 
found the limit of an economical day's 
journey. But a great deal depcnds'on 
the speed. Give ft horse plenty of tlmo 
and no can do a longer daily Journey 
thnn he can if nroed beyond an easy 
gait In emergencies a good hone Dan 
do fifty or sixty miles in a day. Sev- 
enty-live nnd eighty miles havo been 
driven, But such long, fast Journey* 
aro very trying to the horse, and ho 
needs to be managed with great enro 
and judgment to prevent harm from 
euiii violent, continued exertion. Such 
driving can not be repeated often with 
safetv. The regular day'* Journey 
should bo lengthened or shortened ac- 
cording to the condition and character 
of the road and tho weight of the load. 
Then there is n difference In individu- 
al*, and what one horso docs with case, 
mav be very hard for another. Feed 
and care aro also factors in tho problem 
not to be overlooked.— Chicago Times.

A Building With a History. 

Among all (ho public buildings in 
New York city to-day there is not 
another thai lias so a.icicnt ami 
evciiH'ul a history as the hall of rec- 
ord*, or regltter* office in the City 

Hall Park. 1 1 was creeled aboul I he 
middle of the last century, when 
Broadway was a country road, when 
Iheonly theater slood hi the site el 
the present World cHablishmcni, 
when Center street was I lake, Wil- 
lium street a swamp, Canal street a 
river, and the Bowery a lonely lane, 
running up tluough huckleberry 
bushes. 

During the Revolutionary war this 
building was the chief British prison 
for distinguished patriots, Here 
(. <pt i.'n Nathan Hale, tho intrepid 
Yb..e.,e, was confined alter his cap- 
ture with a plan of the British de- 
fcn.es of Long Island In his shoos, 
and in the public common ad joining, 
exactly where the city hall now 
stands he was hanged as a spy. 
Here, that tough old rebel, Kthan Al- 
len, of Ticoiideroga fame, was im- 
prisoned alter his capture while Irv- 
ing to take Montreal with thiriy 
men; ami Ibn treatment which he 
and other* received caused the build- 
ing, which now stands near the city 
hall station of the elevated road, to 
bo regarded by the patriots with 
about the same abhorrence as at- 
tached to Andersoiiville alter the late 
war. 

When the British BVacuatod New 
York in November, 1783, the jailor, 
Cunningham, having won tho same 
infamous reputation as the confed- 
erate jailer VVlrz, was asked by his 
patriot prisoneis, "What is to become 
of us?" 

'•Y'ou can go to the devil 1" shouted 
Cunningham, as ho Hung the keys 
into the middle of the llooraiid made 
off. 

It was forty or fifty years after 
thai before the ba»tilc of the Revolu- 
tion was remodeled anil the boll 
transferred to tho Bridewell. Il 
now rings prisoner* to rations and 
prayers over on Blackwell's island.

.WasHiKOTON, Aug. %L — Minister 
Jackson has telegraphed the Depart- 
ment of State concerning the reported 
release of Cutting. The release of 
Cutting will not effect in the least 
Mr. Sedgewick's mission to Mexico. 
The Government docs not concern 
Itself with any question of damages 
due Mr. Cutting, hut will use the 
information obtained by Mr. Sedge- 
wick in furtherance Of negotiations 
lo secure the repeal of Mexican laws, 
so far as they affirm the right to try 
American citizens for olfencci com- 
mitted on American soil against 
Mexican laws. 

The Arrasures-Mondragou murder 
Is still a subject of correspondence 
and inquiry, and al present the only 
grievance of which this government 
can take cognizance is that of kid- 
napping Arrasures, who was kid- 
napped on this side of the border. It 
can nol be expected that Mondragon 
would be surrendered for trial on 
American, soil, a special clause of 
treaty intervening to warrant tiie re- 
fusal upon Mexico's part to surren- 
der one of her citizens -for any crime.

While the result of 
the first was net allogethcr such as 
u o desired, yet wo feel ill nowise 
cluigrinned. As is always Hie case, 
South Christian, unci especially (lar- 
rettaburg district, did her duly nobly. 

The Democracy of this district 
warmly and unanimously approve or 
. lodge Wlnfroe'l course in contesting 
tho election of Esq. Anderson, mid we 
would have felt indignant and out- 
raged had he pursued any other plan, 
believing as wc do, that he, Winfree, 
was justly and fairly elected to the 
ollicc which ho sought. 

As lo the Congressional race It is 
amusing (o sec tho effect which the 
Inoonaiderable opposition in your 
town has upon visitors from here 
while there.
